Tracts of Pulp Wood at Quat- 
sino Sound to Be 
Utilized. 



West . Huson Gives An Account 
''of His Recent Sojourn 
^orth. 



After u tbice months' still buut 
tlirougli tlie wilds ul the uurtluTU por- 
tiou ur V:uicuuvi-'i- Iskiiid, WosL llus- 
ou, tlm vulLTaii tiiuln.-r ciuisur and ali- 
luuinl iiro.spi'i'toi-, iftiu-iR'd to tuwii last 
week. Mc. illusoii 1ms been e.\l)lor- 
iiig tbe hiuds about Quatsiuo Souiftl iu 
the interests of the Taooina iSteel Coni- 
Iiany, who are lookiug tor pulp, timber 
aud iron ore, and uccordiii!; to the just- 
returued Victorian that oomp.iuy havo 
found what they -wnnted. 

They liave a reserve of about a thou- 
saud square uiilos front ■which to select 
as many thousand acres as they can and 
aw the "coiiutry in that locality is t'oy- 
critl wtih alder, spruce and balsam hr 
and has the very finest kind of water 
power they •will probably take up from 
150,000 to 200,000 /acres if tliey cuu get 
it. "I took tils matter up last iNovem- 
'bor, tut as I have resided hero and 
traveled ovor the island for the last forty 
years 1 had a f;ood idea or the u'l'Mcral 
characteristics of the northern lands, 
particularly about tjmusino Souml. 
Jlowever, going over tlie country again 
at that timo I ivrote the Tacoma people 
to send a man to look at the proposition 
•which they did. Ho 'was some littlo 
time investigating and was well satisfied 
wtih the outlook, so mtich so that when 
lie retunied to his principals they were 
80 much taken with his report that an 
expert, Mr. 'Moulton, was sent up to 
investigate, and select the lands they 
wanted. As 1 have said, there is plenty 
of water power and I have recorded nil 
that will bo needed in tho manufacture 
of pulp and other industries. 

"The company have four men in the 
field, anil as all the lamls are located 
around Cjnatsino 'Sound they will lie in 
a position to handle the proposition in 
a most economical manner. The Sound 
is practically land-locked and is nt am- 
ple dimensions to aceonimoilate all shifv- 
ping, there being deep water everywhere. 
The company have amide funds and they 
lu'oposo to manufncturL' pulp to supply 
the Chinese and .Ia)ian('se markets, and 
when they have their works in rtinning 
order will employ four or five hundred 
men. liesides looking for i)ulp wood they 
are interested in inui ore. inid there ■'re 
large deposits of iron stone in that vi- 
cinity, this having voiy little sulnh\ir 
ill it is mu<?h sought after bp smelters. 
Part of the lands is heavily timbered 
with cedar and tliese will be cut into 
shingles in a snAV mill which is to foi in 
a part of the enterprise. In fact if 
the proposition as outlined is carried 
through, mid I think it will, the concern 
will 'be one of the biggest in the coun- 
try, illuving 111! their lands almost in 
a bloi-k and uulimi'i'ii water power at 
hand adjiicent to a deep water land- 
locked harbor, these people have a much 
■more ntlractivc proposition tlian some 
others which having ample capital at the 
back of them, fell through because of the 
scattered blocks of land and the necessity 
that there would have been for towing 
tho wood for miles through exposed 
•^vaterway8, 

"I crossed the Island from Quatsiuo 
to Alert J!ay and went over a great por- 
tion of the intervening land, much of 
wiiicii lias .iiie |uii|i wuud growing on it, 
but apart from plenty of cedar there is 
little other merchantable limber that is 
for lum'ber mills, in fact all the way 
ironi Alert Bay up to Fort Kupert and 
even to Shushastee Hay there are fine 
tracts of cedar, spruce and alder." 

AsUt'd as to tlie lands at Campbell 
'lUver, Mr. Huson replied that tUoro 
was not a soul living in that neighbor- 
hood now. "There was a man named 
.\iun wno liveil there some years ago 
aud partly cleared some land, but left 
long ago. The land is very heavily tim- 
bered, and besides the lutliaus own the 
best portion of the river," 

l^lr, illnsou visited Malcom Island 
and is enthusiastic over tho progress 
mudo by tho ^inlanders at that place. 
"Iu five years they will overriTu tho 
wliolo country up there," said ^Ir. Hus- 
on. "Viiu never saw sucli men to 
work, aud there are all trades represont- 
ed among tlu^m. Why, they even eat 
tish raw — 1 have seen them t;ike a 
piece of bread and a slice of raw sal- 
mon for lunch and they work like beav- 
ers. They have money, loo, for they 
offered a settler nt tho mouth of tho 
Niutpkish river $2,500 for his farm. They 
caulo to mo to buy .building stone from 
my quarry on 'Hadington island and 
built a raft of their own logs and towing 
It over to tho quarry with their own 
launch, loaded what they wanted and 
then lowed it home. They arc building 
quite a large tug boat of their own ami 
have made arrangements with Vancou- 
ver mills to buy all their logs delivered 
at that place at about ^S.W per thous- 
nnil feet. Tho stone they wanteil was 
to lie used iu building cliiuineys anil in 
setting the boiler o£ the saw mill which 
I hey are erecting. 

"The settlement is rapidly taking 
siiape, and they have this year grown 
iiuite a crop ui' iioiaioe-', and Ihcse w.ith 
tlic salmon \vliicli they have salted lUid 
smoked will keep them going all win- 
ter. They already have a few nets and 
are catching large quantities of fish, and 
it "\yill not be long before they will bo 
salting salaioii for export." 
Mr. iliuson has spi'iit many years off 
^ and on in the northern portion of tHe 
Island and states that the weather there 
is much milder the year rou-nd than what 
it is in Victoria, although, thero is usu- 
ally more rain. But tho "weather is 
never so severe as to interrupt working 
out of doors.

^timbers of tbe Society for Psy- 
chical Research sre experimenting 
at Washiugtou, D. C, with wireless 
telegraphy apparatus, giving re.^;iilts tar 
more pUeuomeual than any ol>taiued by 
'Marconl-=and Ms Imitators.. Thetse scieu- 
tists' are transmittiris and receiviui; mes- 
sages over wide areas of territory, and 
the percentage of error is claimeU to be 
less than that encountered by tbj Italian 
during his elementary trials. 

They employ transmitting instruments 
■wrought of m'etai and wood. They des- 
patch' single letters, words or geometric 
designs. .V great economy iu their sys- 
tem is realized from the Utter substuu- 
tion of coneeulraled mind force for elec- 
tricity. , . , . 

Chimerical . as this enterprise maj 
appear to tho uuiuitiiited, it yet bears 
with the piedietiou of that iiaril-shelleil 
scientist, .Sir William Crookes, iiriiice eJ 
British chemists, fellow of tbe Itoyal 
Society, discoverer of thallium, inventor 
of ihe railionieter and X-ray tube and 
fcjrmer president of tlie Society for 
i'sychic Hescearch, Sir AVilliam, iu a .-e- 
cent interview, prophesied that it would 
soon bi! fouiul practicable to telegraph 
without wires by simple tttuisforriiig 
thought frolu mind to mind, at the will 
of the thinker. , . 

The transmitting instruments used in 
these experiinents consist of a stcreop- 
ticou lantern for projecting lights, an 
easel suppoi-ting a blackboard or screen, 
disks of pasteboard markeil -^vitb the 
letters, words or dcsigas to be despatch- 

1. and a conical tube to 'be held ill the 
eve of tbe transmitting agent. 
"The iblaek screen is set up iu a dark 
room, and the disks, in turn, are attach- 
ed to its centre. Tho disks are about a 
loot iu diameter, are of -wliito card- 
1)oard, and are Impressed with the let- 
ters or figures, of conspicuous tiize, 
in-iuted iu black. 

The steri'opticon projects a circle of 
intense while light, which cx.n-tly fits 
llie nniiid imtline of the disk and brilli- 
aiiily illiiniiuates the latter, •\vhich thus 
becomes tho only visible abject in the 
darkened room. 

The transmitting agent sits at a cou- 
veiiiriit distance from the illuiniueil ilisk 
11 ml holds to his eye the conical tube 
which fihuts from view any environ- 
mental ohjeef or objects which may 
chance to receive retleeted light from 
tlie white cardboard. Tbe tra iisiiiil I iiig 
agent faces the ilisk squarely In i>rdev 
tiiiit the light on it will lie relb-i-t.-.l into 
the tube eipially from all parts ot the 
lighted surface. 

-Ml of this iiarapherualia, as has al- 
ri-aily been surmised, is but a mecdiani- 
cai aid to p. rfect coni'eiitratioii. and is 
the best possible conductor of tlu' mes- 
sage fiom the black screen to the bra .i 

Tho receiver comfortably sits <)r re- 
(dines iu another dark room. His eyes 
are bandaged to shut out from his vls- 
'on any intruding" light rays which may 
he lilt'ered through door or window 
cracks. 

Quietude is essential to tliii success of 
biuh agents. While tbe iniud <il' the 
irausniitter must be foi-used and eon- 
.Tiiti-ateil with all possilde f.ii-cc upon 
tlir iiortion of the liiessau'e t i he 

sent, that of tho receiver must be equally 
passive, assuming that vacuum -which 
I he bypmitist deuinuds prior to his tirst 
np'^rations. 

Both transmitter and receiver keep 
conscientious record of the messages 
dospatcheit and obtained. Unless be cause 
distraction, a second pcrsmi in the room 
with eacli may more readily do this. 
The disks must of course be arranged 
wiliio\M the receiver's knowledge of their 
content. 

.\rter coiieeutrating bis gaze upon th" 
black anil 'while image, iheu (dosing his 
eves, ^calkin- into a lighted room aud 
.rpeni"g them, the transmitter sees in 
ilayligbt the same figures clearly defined 
in" reversL^the ba<d; being intensely 
white; the white of a kind of .smoky 
whiteness. Oiy gaslight tbe white an- 
Iiears 'bluish, approaching purple, aud tiio 
black a luminous yellow. These are 
the after images of the disk. 

The receiver, on the other hand, 
while allowing his mind to remain pas- 
sive begins to see wavv clouds follow- 
ed by a pale bluish light, very bright 
iu the centre. As he liecomes more and 
more skilful tho figures transmitted 
grailiially ajipear in larger luiuiuoiis 
forms, la.sting each a inomeut, but reap- 
pearing perbajis several times. 

A simpliM- e.xiieriment, adapted to .any 
drawing room, may be conducted in tais 
wav: The transmitter siu before a 
talile his chair back to back Hvitli thnc 
of tin. Toeeiver. The latter occupies, 
preferably, an armchair. Ho faces a 
dark comer of the roo:n, and lilindfolds 
his eves that liis iniiid way not be dis- 
tracted by olijects about liiin. 

Tbe transmitter then, iu the presence 
of others, perbaiis, draws from a pa(k 
of iilaying cards, and concent rales upon 
the design. <'olor and deinjiuinaii'in ot 
each la-oditced. I5i>giiiners libtain mnre 
salisfiictorv results if I'xperimenting 
with but two suits, anil two mombers 
in eacli suit. i.Many such packs may 
be arr.,nge,l out of a ilo/ca ordinary 
deck.s. However, the cards may be ar- 
ranged, they are shuffled and drawn at 
random. 

The shuffling and holding may be done 
bv a third person who keeps record of 
the card ho sees dniwu each time, and 

I hut whiidi the receiver claims to sim- 
uitniie<Hisly see. In some experiments 
it is prefiu-red to (diiiiinate tbe court 
cards, using <inly the iiiiiubered deniunin- 
aliolis. lioth Veeeiver and trii nsinill er 
frequently imagine that they see the 
form of cards underi-'olng change while 
efforts are being iiuide to picture them 
firmly in their minds. 

Till! disk and sfcrcH)])! icon apparatus 
is successfully employed in transmitting 
colors as well as outlines tinted screens 
being idaciMl across the lantern. As 
progress is bidng made, tiie c-olor.s and 
desiiins are being combined, as for 
slaiice. in a red triangle, a blue sciuare, 
a yidlow circle, etc. 

The receivers generally "visualize" th 
iligures thus telegraphed. In other 
words, they perceive vivid pictures of 
them, in their mind's eyes before pro- 
uouhcinK them. lOthers become more 
alert and mention them as soon as the 
thought has Ijeeu trunsmittod. As 
greater and greater a|itness is o'btained 
by some, coirimon objects upon which 
the minds of the trantnuitters mny fall 
are substituted for cards, figures or col-

In tho year 1U90 " number of slaves 
that hud been brought from the Comor- 
antee nation iu Africa fled from the 
liarilsliips ot iilautation life in the parish 
of Clarend'in, .lamaica, and, pluugiiig 
into the chaos of mountains, ridses, ra- 
vines aud crevices just back of the 
plantations, they found freedom and 
fomfort. For while ineu could not en- 
dure the fidl of niau-huntiug in tliose 
torrid fastuesses for any leug^lh of 
itime. The tiny valley.s, though the 
largest of Ihe w'liolo .regiou, contained 
but seven acres of ground in position 
to bo cultivated. They produced an am- 
ple supply of vegetables, however, and 
tho sheltering forests were full of >viid 
hogs, pigeons, land crabs, and other ex- 
ellent sup|>lies ot animal food. Hav- 
ing established themselves, these forest 
freemen became known as Maroons, a 
title taken from tbe Spanish word ciuia- 
ron, meaning wild or unruly. 
• 'For forty years the .Maroons grew 
slowly but steadily in number, and then 
th« loss of valualdo jiliintalion hands, 
together with the loss of property stolen 
by the Maroons, led to efforts to exler- 
miiiiifo then. Bands of young inoii, 
accustomed to bunting, entered the 
mountains, and by merciless attacks on 
the Maro<iii village^l, brought on a war, 
licreiti the Maroons, with savage feni- 
city, dealt blow for blow. For seven 
this war was maintained by the 
ruiuiv,-ay negroes, who, during all thin 
time, were able to obtain by raid> ample 
ut>ijlies of guns and aiiununitiun, as 
roll as other necessaries. 
At last a day came (in 1737) when a 
company of white .soldiers, while toiling 
up a steep ravine, were obliged to stop 
from sheer exhaustion. A monietit later 
they heard the dick of many gunlocks 
on the moiinluius above, aud, knowing 
tihiil tliey 'bad fallen into an ambush, 
they begged for a iiarlcy. The negro 
leader, a humpbacked fellow of extra- 
ordinary ability, named Cudjoc, gave, a 
favonilile reply. Then « score or more 
of machetes began haekiog where the 
gunlocks had .been heard, and in a few 
iminutes a great .breadth ot- brush fell 
like a curtain from the uiouutaiusidc, 
revealing a band of Marooiis, standing 
Willi guns ready to tfire on. the helpless 
■whites. It was a scene tlie man-llunt- 
ers never forgot. 

'Peace followed on this encounter. The 
treaty gave the M'aroons "a perfect 
state of freedom and libQnty," wltli "ftill 
pardon" for lUtacfcs on people and proii- 
erty. It gave them 1,506 acres of land 
on which lo settle, and freedom to 
hunt for game in tlie nioiwtains. Cud- 
joo was confirmed iu his office as chief, 
with, power to punish crimes that did 
not deserve death. In return for these 
inimunitie-j' and privileges, fho'Maroohii 
agreed to Rerve as tyoods polieemeu for 
the capture of rnua'\fay slaves. 

Moving to their reservation, a broken 
stretch of land in the edge of the moun- 
tains, twenty hilles southoast' of Mon- 
tego Bay, ithe' Mnroons biiilt two vil- 
lages, Jmlf a mile apart, called Old 
Town and New Town. Thereafter they 
wore left to -care tor theinsolves— with- 
out teacher or preacher, or any one to 
suggest any kind of culture or improve- 
ment. The ground, with gentle <'Oa\"- 
ing, produced crops, which not only sup- 
plied them with ample food, but left a 
surplus sufflcJent to procure, by ox- 
ohango, such clothing and other manu- 
factured supplies as .thcir simple lives 
demaiid(Ml. There was no incentive t'l 
give them habits of industry; on the 
contrary, because rum was easily ol>- 
taiued, there was u constiint induceinent 
to drink to.ex'oess, an inducement that 
was the stronger bccanso many •white 
planters d_raiik iiiimoderalidy. More- 
over, they' woro often einployc<I in the 
work of bloodhounds, in trailing fugi- 
tive slaves through 'the tnountaius. The 
whole atuiosphcre of Mflroon life was 
loaded witli the fungus pores of degen- 
leratlon. 

But the Maroons did not degenerate, 
\ free mountain life saved them. They 
purchased leaf tobacco and nianufaciur- 
ed a salable twist.- They ouretl meats 
for which they found a ready market 
They accumUlatwl coin. Evidences of 
financial prosperiity steadily, if slowly, 
increased among thom, 

They grc^v in mind also. Tho moun 
tain passes into "wliich the Maroons 
ipliinged whenever they left their home 
were so K iooked and intricate that a 
Imig-raiige system of comuimiication was 
a cUjef need of thcir manner of life. 
They therefore made a kilM of bugle 
of a" cow-horn, the sounds ot wiiich rang 
throug'li the ravines wSth startling ef- 
fect. Then, finding a mere blast of the 
horn insufficient for- their neods, ihe.v^ 
developed a telegraphic code, iu whicii 
every indiviiliial in the villages had bis 
own peculiar call, and .by which com- 
luiinieatioiis on ini]iortant uiiillers were 
readily held. 

.\ ciipalde white ofliciiil wiio had lived 
among them as an .'igeiit for iilanters, 
who wished for .Maroons to hunt runa- 
way slaves, was removed. Ilis success- 
or ex(dled the cuuteiiipt, and finally the 
anger of the Mariiniis, and tliey drov.' 
'him away — an art of reludlion against 
the Government! Then two ^laroons, 
who were wandering about a while set- 
flcnieiil, were aca-used ot killing tame 
hogs; they were quickly tried and con- 
victed, and were publicly wliipjied, A 
slave whom they hml captured wh(.ii he 
was a runawtiy in the mountains aii- 
plicd till-' lash— with vigor, as may be 
supposed. The sentence was executed, 
too, before a jeering throng of slaves. 
The whole population of the Maroon 
rcservati(ui becaime wildly excited, and 
some got drunk aud sent threatening 
inessares to the whites, while others aii- 
peareil iiiider urms on Ihe heights over- 
looking the phinlations. 

.\t this time (.liily ITO.'il, the tot alt 
Maroon population of the island was 
l.-IO(l. That of the two villages ill s.i- 
l alli'd revolt was not far from ."i(K'). The 
white ]io|)iilat ion of the island was I'.'l,- 
(KID. There were 2.000 regular troops 
stationed on the island 
men, enrolled in the militia. And yet 1 
the story of the a|ipear:iui'e of a haiid-1 
fill of drunken Maroons, with arms in 
hand, on the inountaiii side, spread 
panic around the island. The riiilitia 
were all called out and roy.nl troops that 
had embarked on an expedition ai:;unsl 
the l'''rencli were brought back by a 
swift schooner. 

Hill before an attack was made on Mie 
Maroon reservation, a number of white 
linen went up to see if trouble could not 
be averted by iiegotiatinn. These suc- 
ceeded so well, that the Miiroons dciiiit- 
ed six of their leading men to go down 
ami apidogize for the deeds of the 
young drunkards. 'But the panic among 
"the white people 'was so great that the 
authorities refused to ratify the agre '- 
nient of the .peacemakers, and the six 
re|ircsentatives of a penitent tribe W(>re 
ironed and put in prison. 

.\ worse act of bad faith followed. 
The (lovernor. Lord Balcarres. issued 
a procdamntion on jVugust 8," 17fl."), s.iy- 
ing that all Maroons submitting them- 
selves on or before the 12tli should be 
jnirdoned, while nil who failed to »lo .oo 
were deidnred outlaws, to be killed on 
sight. This in'oclamation received due 
consideration from tlie Maroons, be- 
cause two of their lending mei], named 
.Tohnson and Smith, used their infliienie 
in favor of peace

"Tha- 'was in the days vhen the slave 
trade 'was .vet lawful. ihcse men sup- 
posed they were to be sold as slaves aud 
us they reached the deck, one ot them, 
11 black, I'atrick Henry, drew a kn'ife 
be had concealed aud killed himsell by 
ripping open his abdonien. 

This treachery ended all hope of a 
peaceful adjustment of the diiaculty, 
lint the whites tried once more to iuduce 
tlie .Maroons to surrender. Two of the 
ihirty-scven who had been imprisoned 
on 'iie ship were released and sent to 
the reservation with ,1 messngo from 
the governor; but as they climbed the 
gorges they sounded on thcir horns the 
signals bv which thci' wore known. 
And ;is thcs<' signals froze every one on 
the reservation into an attitude of eager 
attention, they announced with clarion 
■blasts that all who bad suhniittod -with 
them had been sent on p. ship, to be sold 
into slavery. -).; i 

■With 101 bloodhouijUS to support 
them, the govcrnnient [forces odvanced 
into the ravines and iffered ' pea'co— an 
offer tiiat was accepteil •when the- com- 
manding officer. Gen. Valpole, promised 
the .Maroons on oath that they should 
not be sent from the island. 

But because their tierves were yet 
nuiveriiig with fear, 'the whites ouce 
more broke faith. 'They sent the 
Maroons to Nova Scotdil. 

Hefiue following the career Of the 
Marorms any further, we will now re- 
call the woi'k of that 'notable old-time 
iibolitiouist, (Jranville pharp. He had 
been trained by Quak(|l-s, and had for- 
mulated this striking rple o( HfO! 

Kiglit ought to be adopted and manu- 
tained on all occasions without regard 
to consc(iuence8, either probable or pos- 
sible." It U'd him to befriend the 
vagrant slave. .Tames Spraerset, -with re- 
sults that all remember -^vcll, and it 
maile him a friend ofjtlic race, not in 
^1,'te of their inferioritj. but bei'ause as 
n race tbev were lesj developed th.^n 
IIm' whites, and therefdro needed help. 

To provide for 400 and odd negi-o 
s.ailors who had been discharged from 
the Hrili^li navv. Sharp entered Into a 
movement throu.L'h wltich the negroes, 
with siNtv white iu-truft"rs and helpers, 
sailed i.Vpril .S. ITSTi , to estnblisb a 
scttbmcut where iK>\j the colony of 
Sierra is found; 

But the black sailorH made bad colon- 
ists. Hum and the coast fever earned 
off haU of them. I'o the renuiaiil - ame 
n comptiny of 1,131 Virginia nei.'vo<'s— 
ulnvivs Avho had been earned oft by the 
British during the Avar of the Kevolu- 
t'on—but these proved no belter than 
tbe sailors. They yvere Incklnu- in the 
qualitios needed in men who would 
make honiesf in the wildefiiess. and at 
the end of iSepteniber. ISIO, a niutniy 
nmong those who had 'survived the 
fevers reavhed such portentons propor- 
tions that all hope of laaintaiuing n 
Plr'.ili?.ed settlement on tie coast ^vas 
abandoned. The wliites were preiuu- 
ing to llee to Europe asd leave tlic 
negroes to join tho barbarous tribes in 
tho neighborhood, when i shif) sailed 
into tho harbor pnnnnonuccd. And 
when all -n-as made snug, it lauded 550 
ot the Maroons that had been exiled 
from Jamaica to Halifax Bay. 

'By their martial prowes.'^ the Maroo is 
had hnfiled the fieople of .liiinaica. By 
stubbornly refusing to work '11 a cold 
climate they had ballled the people of 
.\ova Scidia. lint when tiiigriition to 
Sierra 1,,-oiw was offered fliehi, they ac- 
cepted it willingly. ' 

■Iliiving beep uiicnish»>d ii their isl.in 1 
home, and their frigid exile, they landed 
iu .Africa i\-it!i niasi erfiil 'feeli'ic apd 
•bearing. Tlie,\- douiiii.-ite.! the ilisin*--"- 
gratiii.g settl'-iiieiit. Tiny drove out 
niutiny. filled the despairing with h.ipe. 
and in their own Iransf ir ned 

Sierra J.otnw from the (onditiou f a 
lioor-farin aud orphan asylum into a 
,self-resp("Ctillg colony of a great em- 
pire.

s.g.i Ills uaiuo to it before her own ini- 
tials.

On the otlier hand, should a iiallciil 
be obliged to tiay a house fee for ailvlcc' 
which a doctor gives sittin); coiufortablv 
in bis ofllco? Tbe uroblcm is full of dif- 
ficulties. Porbaps It would be best to 
call It half-and-half, and chiu;;e accord- 
ingly.

It 
is esllniated that tbe council will num- 
ber thlrty-slx members. It will Include 
three to be elected by the !lioiiieopathlc 
piactilhmers ovc'r the whole Dominion. 
■I'li's was a coni'esslon rendered iuevltable 
by Llie fact that in eertaln Drovinees 
they iilread.v oussessed rights which could 
not' be overridden, but their tiroportlou

The 
Boers who (remained, in the field and 
fought till they could fight no longer, are 
men of too niuoli character not to ac- 
cept things as they are, and not to 
assist Groat Britain in remedying the 
ravages of •war in South 'Africa, About 
tUo last thing we should imagine thom 
capable of, would he to lend themselves 
to the campaign of slander and misrcp- 
resentatioii fomented in the continental 
press with Boer gold vritK the object of 
stirring sympathy and leading up to 
intervention on the part of Germany and 
Uolland. This nuKht be good politics 
while tlie war was iu progress, but at 
the present time it would cause nothins 
but bitterness, and lead to no greater 
practical results than it did before. It 
is now coming out liuw tlio sentimental 
nature of the Gorman people was work- 
ed upon by the Anglophobe section, a 
very small one, through the tnedium of 
a press easily subsidizablo by Mr. 
ilioyds; and how the more staid elements 
of Geraiaii society, and newspapers not 
an.u'nable to the inlluencc eoninianded by 
I.Mr. Lcyds, were carried away in an out- 
burst ajrainst Great Britain. This pas- 
slou.Mte outbreak is already subsiding in 
iGerinaiiy, and, whilo it dominated the 
sentimental side of the Gennan charac- 
ter I'ur a while, it left tbe practical side 
us cold as ice. It would bo dillleult to 
revive, and, if it were revived, could 
lead to nothing practical. As fop Hol- 
land, it is a country which onco was 
great, and is still industrious. Dutch 
.sentiment may side with the lost cause 
of the Boers, but the practical sense of 
the Dutch, and of the Boers also, will 
reach forward to the opportunities of a 
I i i ()i;structed and reorganized South 
-Vfrica.

Than the foregoing, nothing could bo 
mure beautifully and accurately descrip- 
tive of the attitude of the United States 
in the Alaskiin boundary dispute with 
tireat diritain, only it does not rely so 
much on the weakness of its opponent 
as upon her carelessness of the interests 
of iCanadn and that traditional policy 
which caused .'^ir Charles Dilke to de- 
cliiri', '-It is a fact that Britisli diplo- 
macy has cost Canada dear." The next 
pidnt that Mr. Ilodgius makes clear is 
that liy the original treaty it was not 
inti'Uiled that the coast line should fol- 
low the sinuosities of inlets of the sea 
10 miles long. In order to make this 
perfectly clear the word "ocean;" "which 
has 11 detiuite nieauiug in international 
law, 'Was substituted -in the treaty for 
the word "sea" which occasionally refois 
to harbor ports and narrow inlets, the 
word "sea" having been made use of in 
tlio negotiations wliieli led up to the 
treaty, lie points out a curious iucon- 
sistcii^y in the United States case in that 
it includes certain territorial waters and 
excludes others: — 

I'.y a strau.ue diseurdauce, however, the 
I'niled States .cnicedo that tlie interna- 
tion.-il bdiiudary line crosses (•erliiiti terri- 
torial waters, ;.'eo,i,'raiihically designated 
"rivers"; but denv that it crosses cer- 
tain other territorial waters geographic- 
.illy designated "iulets, bays and canals," 
—although both classes of territorial 
waters an- governed by the same gen- 
eral principles of internal iimal law as to 
the territorial sovereignly, Tho exist- 
ence of such inlets, bays and canals can- 
not iliercl'ori' pnssilily sanoiiuii an in- 
cri'a.se in the inland lui'adih of the lis- 
ie|-o de cote. .\ convci-sc line al.-o ])roves 
tliis. Wei'c the ten luariiio leagues to 
ineasnii'il >cawai(i iinni the coast. 
Ihi'y would Ih> measured from the sea- 
mouths, and not from thc_ upper shores, 
of inlets, or other territorial waters; for 
these had to be e.\pressly mentioned iu 
the Behriug Sea Uegulatious wliich pro- 
hibit scal-huntiug within "a zone of 0(» 
miles around the Priliyloff Islands, iu- 
(dusivc of the territorial v.-atcrs." 

'I'he case of the I'liited Slates depends 
.-oh'ly upon the (-onlentioii that it was 
ihe iutentiou of the contracting parties 
that Itussiu should own the shore and 
havi' points to land upon even at the liead 
of territorial Avaters. There is not a 
shred of evidence to support this cou- 
tentiou, and the United States refuses to 
arbitrate the question because it daie 
nor without having to give up illegally 
aciiuircd territory. In fact, as Mr. 
llodgins says: — 

Though Great Britain was entitleil, by 
the <'ouvenlioii of 1SU2 ,to hold the Unit- 
ed States bound by their re-atlirmance 
of the boundary line of 1S"_'.", slie luade a 
generous and conciliatory olTer tu \vaive 
lor the adviiutuge of the United Stales 
the absolute terms of that Convention 
and to concede to tho United States tho 
b(Mietit of the tifty-yeap occupation, or 
settlenient. conditions, imposed by the 
I niied States ou Great Britain iu the 
\'oni'/;iielaii arbitration. The British 
concillatoi-_v olTer was lioniinally accept- 
ed, but was nil t by a contri'coiiii, which 
lirai-tically iiullilieil the lifty-ycar limit- 
ation, by iii-iipusing, as a condition uf 
arliitration, that "all towns and settle- 
ments at tide-uater, settled under the 
authority of the territory of the United 
States, at the date of this Treaty, shall

Hodg- 
ins allows it to be seen that it is his 
opinion, that tho United States is re- 
fusing to submit this (lucstion to arbi- 
tration because tho United States knows 
that it could not win the case. He cou- 
ld lules a very able resume of the whole 
quostiou by saying: 

The moral accountability of the gov- 
ernment of a nation to kindred nations 
necessarily involves the moral duty of 
imposing a rcasonalile ri-straiut on its 
piditicai actions, and of so acting in its 
intornalioiial relation.- with such kin- 
dred nations as it would reasonuldy ex- 
pect such kindred nations to act to- 
wards it. I'ri'sident ^^■ocdsey has terse- 
ly stated one of the rules: "A state is 
a jiioral pi'r.-on capalilc of obligations, 
as widl as rigiits, and no acts of its own 
can annihilate its obligations to an- 
other." .\nil Senator Siimiier iu s\ip- 
poi-iing the Alaska 'I'l-caly of KSIIT u.>cd i fur lli 
words spei ially iMTlinent to the .\nglo- 
Americaii Treaty of l.S'.i:^: 

"It is with nations as with iiidividii- 
;ils: a bargain once niade must lie kept. 
I am salislied lhat the dishonor of this 
treaty, after what has jiasscd, would 
be a serious respoii.-ilnlily for onr coun- 
try. .(Vs an iiitei nation, il 4iii>stion our 
act would be tried by the public oiiiniiin 
of the world." 

These principles of national responsi- 
bility logically atHrm the general rule 
that the government of a nation (and 
tbe sani" rule will be universally admit- 
ted to be obligtitory on land-holdin-.' 
neighbors) is morally 'hound by the na- 
tioii.al honor of its sovendgnty not to 
aggressivtdy occniiy the territory the 
title to which is disputed, with some 
show of treaty right, hy another nation. 
.\ passive resistance to, or a positive re- 
fusal of. a reference ot the disputed 
claim lo what ex-l'rcsidont Clevel.a ml 
designates as "the honorable rest and 
justice found in arhitnitiuii— the refuge 
which civilization has builded for the 
nations of the earth, nnrt from which 
the ministries of peace issue their de- 
crees," would warrant the judgment of 
the tribunal of nations that the nation 
so resisting, or ivfusing, was attempt- 
ing a deniai of iutornntlunal justice, and 
was thereby degrading its national 
lionor. 

Some writers in fhe United States ad- 
vise against subniittiug the honndary 
disimte to arbitration, because the Unit- 
ed States "have nothing to gain nnd 
everything to lose"; others beeillise "ail 
adverse decision would greatly lessen 
for the United States the present and 
future value of the Alaska lisiere"— a 
morality illustrnted by the maxmi. nous 
avoiis I'avantage, ]irolitons en. And a 
writer III an iOnglisli iieriodical. whose 
notions of international justice seem 
eiiuary tainted, has said: "In asking 
.America to submit tlie whole iniestioii 
lo arbitration , with evenly-balaiiceil 
chances of success or failure, we are 
asking her to take chances which no 
democratic goveriiiueiit can afToid to 
take." One fair inl'crenci' from these 
a vo Wills is that international justice and 
iiatioiiiil rectitude arc alien principles of 
tiction to democratic governments. "Ati- 
othpr logical .sequence is that a deino- 
cratic government may be the party liti- 
gant before itself, as judge and jury, 
anil on its own view of its ono-iddod aiid 
biassed PvidonctT, may decide against the 
territorial riglits of an unwarned, ilie- 
eanse a moiiiirchienl, though friendly, 
.govormiient. Tbe im're mention of sufdi 
iiiferenees should ensure their universal 
repudiation; for tho people of the United

Frencii - Canadians Made the 
First Dlscoveries—Geolofly 
of District. 



This paper wilJ <loal cliiell.v with tho 
miniiit: pracUci! iu tho JtoaslauJ <ljii- 
trlci. Tho history of tlie district will 
be hriofly ski'ti-hed aiul its jteolofy 
DOtoJ at •OHIO leutfth. Tlio larger part 
of the information h»reiu contained I 
gathered last summer iu Roanland and 
tho Rurrouudiug country durius th« 
stay of tho MeGiU Summer ■'School In 
that diKtrict, and latftf, while engaced 
a« piiKman's helper nnd as niachin* 
man in tho 'Centre Star and Roi 
mines. la addition to thin 1 li«.Te 
drawn on an article hy Mr. Brin«- 
moado, B. S. M. E., in "Minos and 
MineTiils" for iMurch, 1901, for much ad- 
<iitionnl information. For the geolosry 
of the district I am indehted'to a ceo- 
logical oxcursion with tho MoGill party 
nuder Dr. AdnmH, to the sovernmont 
reports, and nleo to tho export evidence 
of -Mr. Clarence Kiny in tho Centre 
!>tar-lTon Mask lawsuit. The ne!;ativ«€ 
from which the micro photos w»re 
taken wore kindly loniied hy Mr. O. K. 
.lielJoy, B. A., of tho McGill KeoloKiciil 
<lepartmeut. Tho reraainins photoa I 
took while in Tlosslaiid, and they rap- 
resent the condition of nSnirs. at that 
time. The Toronto OloTio of 'February 
8th, 1896. ia my authority tor the hin- 
toricftl eketch. 

By tho Rossland district is moant a 
piece of territory on both eidos of Trail 
creok, abo'ut throe miles wide and 
eifrht lonp. Trail crook is an averng* 
•ized mountain stronn; wliioh flows into 
the Columbia rivor from tho wort «ii 
Tiules north of tho intornatiomil lioiin- 
<lnr.v. The crook wms Uiiowii to j)lnc<'r 
minors of tho oarly sixties, iis tho colo- 
brated Dowdne.v trail followed its 
eoiu'se from mouth to fioiiroo. but it it 
iiot known whether those oarly pionoor.s 
ever found evidonoos of the ri<'hiioss of 
tho camp or not. Iu 1BS9 a French Can- 
adian named Bordeau mndo the first 
location tome distange sotith of Rod 
mountain, and the next summer two 
men, Moris ami Eourtioois-. staked .out 
the Le Roi, War J'^aslo, Centre Star, 
Iron Mask and X'iririnius cliiims. Every 
one of these ohiiiiiK has since heen mad* 
a mine uxcopt VirKinius, upon which 
little or no work lias 'been done. 
Tilings went slouly until ISO.", when 
there wore only ii- few dozen lop: cabins 
in tho camp. 'I'hoii tho boom struck 
the place, ami tho i)opiil;ition went up 
to 2,500 in tho course of a year. Sincn 
then the growth h.is boon steady, and 
Rossland has now a population of over 
7,000. It is entirely a miniujf town, tho 
pcoi)le beini,' comparativaly dependent 
on the mines. 

Many ore deposits, aiich as the fam- 
ous Cripple creek deposits, are situated 
on deeply eroded volcanooii. At Rosa- 
land we hare another example of this. 
Hero wo have an igneous core, on the 
■ides of which we And i>iles of aehwi 
and Inva, nil very coinpROted, 

The rocks of tho i^eous Core nvo oi" 
different typos. One, which forms tho 
sreater portion of tho mass, and is the 
country rock of most of the mines, is a 
<Iark, greoni-sh or j,'ray, touprh, lino or 
coarse grained rock consisting of black 
augito crystals and light-colored ortlio- 
cla.'^o nnd iilayioclaso feldspars, with 
asu.illy a little biotito and often mag- 
netite and pyrites. It is an augite dio- 
rite, anil is tlu- variety known 
as mongonito. At tho Iron Horse 
is a darker series of roidcs, simi- 
lar to the above, but without the ortho- 
el.n.se. This roelc is gabbrn, and iu this 
locality shows n soniewhat banded 
structilTG, due to tlie dissolving of the 
dark augito or hornbloiulo constituents, 
and tlie deposition of silica in their 
place. A further typo of rock is that 
known as augito syoiiito, and an oxpo- 
.sure is tc bo found at tho west end of 
Columbia nvciiuc. 

Outside the iiriieous core is the zone 
of fragniontal and voii;aiiio rocks. The 
fragmental ash rock is a grayish, tine 
grained, (innrrzitic looking iniiiprnl, 
showing a stratified striioturo duo to 
dilTercnt depositions of ashos. Tho 
volcanic rocks are those known as 
augite nnd ur;ilit(! propliyritos. The 
passngo from tho iMirphyritos to the 
Ifabbros is nowhoio sharply dotinod, 
and the two rocks have apparently 
originated from the sninc magma, but 
have cooled under different conilitions. 
The fi-abbroR and bordering poridiyritoi 
aro important from an economic stand- 
point ns most of tho ore liodios at proa- 
ent being worked aro sitiiiitod on or 
close to thoir line of juucLiou. 

Beds of impure limeatnne on Sophie 
mountain oonlaining corals and ashes 
intCTStratiitied have boon foiiinl, anil in- 
dicates a carboniferous ago for the vol- 
cano. The whole district is nnilorlain 
b.v granites containing boils of liino- 
stone and known as llio Sliiiswap 
series. 

Till' minortil bearing veins tiro cliar- 
arteristi'' lissiiro veins ami sonio of the 
larger arc known as "shear zone" fis- 
sures. In.sioad of iioing an iniloliiiito 
amount of parallel lissuros oxli'ioliiig 
into tho country an undisrovorablo dis- 
tance., it is always a zoiio of a di«- 
coverablo ami limited collection. The 
mineral deposit may lie on one ■plain, 
or they may eat up the rock between 
the planes and deposit another in its 
lilaco, or they may occupy the whole 
zone, or mineralize one particu- 
lar fissure and travel on that and 
so on. The exterior boundary is nssiifu- 
able if you crosscut. These veins are 
of enormous extent in some places, such 



as 100 or 200 feet in. width in the siiat- 
tered miueralizod zone. 

Tho ores consist principally ot sul- 
phides of various metals. Of those pyri^ 
hotite is by far tho most abundant. It 
>« found, as a rule, in a, massive condi- 
tion, ranging texture from a 'fine to a 
medium grain, but is also disseminated 
through the country rock. The masslva 
variety usually holds blehs of quartz 
and grains and irregular patches of 
other sulphides. Tho pyrrhotite contains 
gold and silver in varyins quantities, 
a saiaU parceirtage <at tiickel, and truces 
of cobalt. The gold . contents are ex- 
ceedingly irregular, ranging from traces 
up to several ounces to the ton, nnd 
tho silvor from traces to four or five 
ounces -to the ton. 

The pyrrhotite is usually accompanied 
hy a certain amount of copper pyritjs, 
intimately commingled with it. The cop- 
per -pyrites is extremely irregular iu 
its distribution, in some places coiiiati- 
tuting a considernhlo portion of the ore 
body, and in others oecuiing only as 
isolated and occasional grains and 
patches. . It is nowhere seen in large 
masses. It is auriferous, and holds up- 
pnroBtly aljout the same percentage of 
gold as tuc enclosing pyrrhotite. 

Molybdenite, galena, and blende also 
occur iu some places in small quauti- 
ties, while iron pyrite is met with in 
greater or less (luaiitities nearly every- 
where. The ores aro usually oxidized on 
the Burfnee, but the alteration seldom 
extends downward more than a few 
feet. 

The mines have been developeil ly 
running incliaos along the dip of On 
rein, and from thosi> iuclint>s driving 
horizoiitiil drifts at KK) feet intervals 
along tiio strike iind usually within tho 
•walls of the vein. X'"-'*'-' drifts are af- 
torwanls enlarged, sill floors put in, 
timbered, and the ore in this way 
worked out to the next higher level.

Broadly speaking, it ajipears 
that the impulse to American prosper- 
ity — .'is a result of the country's profit- 
able harvests from 1S!)7 to lUdl, i'ts in- 
creased export trade, and its accuinii- 
Ittted domestic wealtli — was too groat to 
bo arroslod ev<'n by a series of iloeidoil 
shocks. The events of IfMll had cer- 
tainly put tbo cimntry's financial on- 
iluranoc to ,■, siinticiently serious tost. 
It is neodl(>ss to go into details ov<'r 
tliese iinnionius ailverso inciilenis; the 
coll-;ii)se of tbo public's bnibbic of AVall 
street .speculation in the jmnic of .May 
!); ,tlie ipartial failure of the corn cro)!. 
bringing the season's harvest ibiwn 
some six or seven liuiidrod million 
biishols; tlio protracted strike of the steel 
trust's oiiiployeos; the assassination of 
tho T'resiiient; the strain on the au- 
innin money m;irkots; and the down- 
fall, with heavy losses, to investors, of 
the ntjempt of tlio copper coniHiimition 
to hold the metal's price at its maxi- 
mum. Those daiiyitie events bo- 
long to the ifinaiiciiil historv of 
1!)()1, 'they "boar upon 1!)(i'_>, chielly 
because of the manner in which the 
movement of iirosperity has progressed 
in spite oC them. At the (beginning of 
the present season a belief was held in 
many (imirters that the crop failure 
would iieeosanrily result in diminished 
interior trade and railway earnings. 
Xotliing of tho sort lias happened. -What 
figures this scnsou's domeotic "ti'ade 
would have attained had the cereal har- 
Tost as a whole readied the mnximnm 
of 1900, is a matter of pure conjectUTC. 
The known facts are that even with 
this commercial handicap, earnings of all 
reporting railways in this country dur- 
ing the first 'four months of 1002, rose 
.'>lO,nO().(1()0 over the corrosipoiiding per- 
iod in 1001— a gain of nearly .S per cent, 
while hank clearings ifor the same four 
months at interior, cities ran lourteeu 
to twenty-two per cent.^ above last 
year.

. Bosshind. Aug. 20.— A large unniber 
of miners and muckers will bo enabled 
to .-locnro employmont in the Kossland 
camp during the next two months hy 
reus^)ll of the resumption of shipnioii'.s 
at tho Wtiv Eagle and Ce.utre St.tr 
mines. The properties will resume ship- 
ping operations tomorrow, when th 
lirst traiiiload of ore will he sent to tho 
Trail sniolter.

QUKK.N VICTOKIA'S SHRINK. 

The Kelics l''roiii Her Private 
Booms. 

Sarah A. Tooley writes iu the London 
Daily .Mail : 

Tho King has lately been sending 
many interesting relics of Queen Vic- 
toria to Kensington I'alaco, where they 
are at present stored in private rooms 
until arraiigeiiioiits have been eomiiletod 
for placing them on view in tho state 
rooms shown to the ]inblic. 

The relies have come from the Into 
Queen's private rooms at Windsor 
Castle and Bnclslnghain Palace, and 
each has a uni«iue personal interest, 
arising from the fact that they are 
things which llcr Majesty had treasured 
for m;iny, many years, and which she 
liractically alwtiys kept in her sight. 

Xo more aiipropriiite place Mian the 
iilil iialaco ^^llf■|■o she was born cotild 
have boon found as the final resting 
place of these things, and in sending 
llieni to Kensiin.'lon the King was 
uonbtloss ;ii'tn;ited by the dMiro to ailil 
i-till furtlior to its character as the 
shrine of Viclmia. 

Prominent among tbo relics is the late 
(Queen's jewel case. It i:i a really won- 
Jerfnl structure — for one can call it 
nolliiiig else — in ebon.v, standing in its 
entirety six feet high. Tho case itself 
is a si|iiai'e box, having on each sitle 
•separate compartments, fitted with slop- 
ing velvet trays for the jewels. Kach 
compartment has a glass door, through 
which the entire^ contents could be seci 
at a ghiiioo. The case revolves upon a 
beautifully carved ebony pedestal, •■ill 
is siirmonntod by an artistic il".-ii;ii. 
Small figures originally stood in iiicni's 
around the ease, but appear to liavo 
been removed. 

This handsome recoptncle, in itself a 
f'lie spcoiincii of artistic workmanship, 
was specially used by Queen Victoria 
for keeping lier decora Lions and ordcra, 
and one can imagine the gorgeous effect 
when the stars and devices, set with 
their priceless gems, radiated through 
the glass doors, the brillianee of the 
rnliies, emeralds. sa|iphiros and diii- 
iiionils being cnhaneeil by the ebony 
framework of thi^ case. 

In the same room witih the jewel case 
are two large ebony caliiiiets. also of 
lioautifnl workinaiiship^ and in those r'l" 
'ate C^ueoii kept other ]iersoiial jewels 
and ailormnents. Tho entire set were 
a inarriaire present to Qnooii Victoria 
from tbo mariieil ladies of l-^nglaiul. 

The floor of -oiii! rooin is almost 
covoroil with voliiincs having the late 
(Queen's bookplate inside the cover, iiii'l 
bearing interesting autograpli inserip- 
t ions. 

A larLTo iiroportioM of these books, 
anioimfing to several liiindreds. liail boon 
L-iveii by the (^ileeii to her niolhor, tho 
Duchess of Kent. A 11 autogrMidi col- 
b-ctor would be in par.nlise if let loose 
I among these books, fur they contain in- 
siriptions in tho liite (iiieen's liMndwrlt- 
ing from her earliest years niiwanls. 
Ill rounil. nnforiui'il cbaraetevs occur 
siieh items as "To deiirc-i| inaniiiia. from 
I her loving child. A'irtoria," and then 1 
leanie upon i 11 tcrnieil ill t e stilL'es nf the 
yiiiitlu'nl Princess' caligraiiliy. and at 
lenvlli to the L'racoftil. liiiisheci liand- 
wriliiiL; to which she had attained in 
lier soveiiteonlli .vuar, when she in- 
scribed a handsome illustrated (luaHo 
of Khineland travcla "To dearest 
mamma, from her nfTeetlonate nnd de- 
voted daughter, Victoria." Among those 
handsome' volumes Avhich she had pre- 
sented to her mother I noticed an edi- 
tion de lu.\e of Moore's "Liilln Eookh." 

Among the hooks which had been 
given to the late Queen was a Prayer 
Hook, inscribed to her daughter by the 
Duchess nf Kent in 18,'17, and which was 
nseil by Iler ^lajost.v at her coronation. 
It is boiintifnlly bound in red velvet, 
with !i monogram in gold, and enclosed 
in a rod velvet case. 

-Viiotber interesting little volume is iin 
illnstr.'ited fJorniaii stor.v book, given by 
the jirosont Duke of (v-'imbridgo to his 
cousin. On the fly-leaf is inscribed, in 
iioyish round hand: "To my dear 
cousin, Victoria. — iGeorge. PInnover, 
lS'J(i." 

It will bo roinombored that the Duke 
passed some y<'nrs of his early life at 
ITauover, where his father acted as 
regent. 

Looking hajdiazard among those piles 
of old books, I came across what must 
now bo, I imagine, n rari> ivork of de- 
scriptive noloH on Hamilton C^otirt Pal- 
ace. On tho outside of the morocco 
cover is inscribed the word "AVolsoy" 
above the hat .'iiiil crest of the great 
cariliiial who built the famous riverside 
palace. A sidelight on the late Qiioen's 
i"iiterosts is also furnished by ti bound 
sermon liy the Key. Baptist Noel on the 
diit.v of Christian iieojile towards the 
fC!-,Talo children of India. 

TJie printed yolumes, however, pale 
in interest before a pile of the late 
Queen's exercise niul co]^y hooks, to 
which nn additional interest is given hy 
tlvo fact that they have, iiffor all those 
years, come back again In tho room in 
which their o-\vner aetiiiilly wrote iu 
them. Tho apartment of tho paliice 
where tlicse .booits now. are was Queen 
A'^ictoria's old scboolroom. 

It is a fiombre; 'wainscoted room, the 
bedroom, 'and death cbamber ■ of ,> Queen 
Anno, and loolts down ■ Into -Queen 
Anno's tonrtyard; one- of -the^old parts 
of . the pnlaqe. Upon ' tbCr-flcKir', is the 



chair lahoriouslv writing tho characters 
iu the 'Vopv-books whicli were before me. 
Probably it was the. (imotmle of the 
room,' and the fact that it had.ljo dis- 
turbing outlook ou to the iinblic gardens, 
Avhich induced the Duchess of Kent to 
select it for her daughter's schoolroom. 

Several of the exercise books contain 
French and German translations, writ- 
tea_in .aiprettyicunning 'liand, indicative 
of •a'jy.otuig_-la(i?iS finiabing studies. . In 
this roorii i3i5(>''nre othef relics of child- 
hood. • Two tiny wicker chairs, seated 
■with groiips <)f ">vool-worked flowers, 
which liaye.a surprisingly fresh appear- 
ance, ticcountcd for hy the red chintz 
covers which are ou fiieni, and which 
the Queen neva: allowed to he roinoved. 

There, too, ai'c a child's tea table and 
some dniiib-bolls and ii coiiiil* of has 
socks, carefully covered like the chairs 
These relics of. childhood always stood 
in Queen Victoria's priviiti^ sitting room 
at Windsor. In vain 1 looked for the 
dolls 'Which wore tbo doliu'ht and sola 
of Princess A'ii tori.-i's childhood. Th 
have, I iinders:and, bi'oii <lis,'ribiit 
among tlu; late t^luocn's grnndehililion. 

The roiiin ailjojvung Queen Victoria's 
old schodlroom, and where the jewel 
case and eliony caliinots referred to ; 
kept, is liistoric.illy interesting. It was 
(.fueen Mary's .liodroom, and there she 
iliod from smallpox:. Afterwards King 
William caaseil it to bo sealed up, ]>artly 
'lilt of respect tv his wife's memory, and 
more iiioliably from fear of microbes, 
•not hods of ilisinfoction being little 
known. It roinaiiioil sealed for seventy 

I ears, during which time it became 
known ns the hauiitod cliainbor. Then 
it was opened ;ind brought into use. 

It belongs toithe part of the palace 
built by Sir Chlistuphcr Wren, and has 

II beautiful oak cornice carved by Grin- 
ling Gibhon^. irhe Walls nre panelled 
with oak, hut in atrocious wall paper 
loncoals their 'bentity. Neither this 
room nor the ailjoining one is shown fo 
I ho public, whieii is to ho regretted, as 
tliey are among. the most inlerosting in 
the iiahicc, and would prove an historic 
repository for yueen Victoria's books 
and other relics vhen these are arranged 
for e.vhihitlon.

( 'riiililnieisn-r, the famed vessel wifliout a 
tlag or connlry, which attracted such 
atleniiim several imiuths ago, has been 
paralleled bv tiie exploits of the harU 
Uarodo, "which is and yet which isn't." 
That is, ilie underwriters have paid ou 
the liarodo as a constructive total loss 
and yet the craft rides on the bay in the 
tJolduu Gate harbor in practically as 
good condition as she ever was. In the 
local iuarine insurance world the mutter 
is viewed with more than passing inter- 
est and tho absurd iiositiun occupied by 
the wlud-jammer has caused uuiversal 
comment iu the tnarine world. 

The r.arodo is tho vessel which -was 
floated a month ago from the Oregon 
coast and towed to San Francisco. She 
stranded on August li'.), IIMH, nine miles 
south of lluiiiiiile river, en route from 
Callao. in ballast for Porllaiiil. The iin- 
liiMtow set her lirnily in the samis and 
a week afterward it was ihoiu'ht she 
would make her grave on tlie beach. -Vn 
a'4ciit «as sent to the scene. to report on 
tile piosiiect of salvage operations, and 
h's opinion was that she was so far from 
ilee|> water and the chances of tloatmg 
lier were so small that it" would at least 
cost ."lO per cent, of her valni" to do any- 
thim; loward saving her. With no as^ 
i|ira):ccs of success lie advised ananiloii- 
iiiu' the vessel. 

I'liiler the lOiiLMisli law when repai.s 
after aecideiit or the cost of salviic-- a 
vessel ivM'ceil half her insured valli.', she 
is a constrilrtive loss r.nd the ilirlcr- 
writers iniisl pay, as befoi-e exiilaiiied. 
The coniiianies liol.liiiL: imlicies on the 
Harodii. however, were not conieiit to 
settle without a trial at getting the craft 
afloat, and t'apt. William Hums was 
sent out to this coast from (ilas:;ow to 
umlertake the t'peratiou, ^Yith a largo 
crew of men he coiinnenccd "Work. 

Channi'ls were cut in the sand, tlie 
bark was lightened and every effort 
made to get her buck to her natural ele- 
ment, but without snccess. AVhen win- 
ter at last closed ill the Itanido was no 
nearer the sea than when the energetic 
Scotsman set in. Tu-o <ir three hiinilred 
tons of sand were pili'il in the bark for 
•ballast in order to keep her upright, ainl 
her upper varils and ri'.'ginir were clear- 
ed out. liy tills lime tlie task looked 
li ipelos and a iinnilier of operators in 
San I'rancisco took out a [lolicy with 
Lloyd's that the Hnroilo woiiM nevci^ 
get"olV the land. They got the risk at 
twiMity per cent., ami later, when opera- 
tions were resumed with no more suc- 
cess than at tirst, the rate went up to 
lifty.

Tho 
i.o.st of salvage is placed at ^SO.OOO.
